‘‘ Several of these new letters deal with the question which has frequently been mooted and never 
been decided, whether the original text of the ‘ Ruhatyat’ or that issued in 1868 is to be preferred, or 
to be treated as final. Discussion on this point has been so animated that it is now usual to print 
the versions side by side. FitzGerald’s hesitations were singular; he spent an immense time in 
transforming and furbishing his text. He admitted, ‘Iam not quite certain of always getting the 
right sow by the ear,’ the ‘sow ’ being the epithet or illustration best fitted to illuminate his thought. 
He treated his Omarian reflections as independent stanzas of four lines, and he made each of these 
self-contained, a sort of epigram. He did not confine himself to the wine of Omar, ‘the yellow 
manuscript with purple ink profusely powdered with gold,’ but poured in drops of honey from other 
poets, Attar and Hafiz, for example. Hence he was free to make his text as much or ds little a 
paraphrase of Omar as he found convenient, and to bind the Eastern fatalism together with links of 
Western thought. In his second version the Oriental imagery is reduced, with the apparent intention 
of making the whole more easily intelligible to a European reader. For instance, in the place of the 
stanza which was so enthusiastically praised by Swinburne and Rossetti :—, 

“Awake! for Morning in the Bowl of Night 
Has flung the Stone that puts the Stars to Flight: 
And lo! the Hunter of the Enst has caught 
The Sultan's Turret in a Noose of Light, 
FitzGerald introduced ;— 
“Wake! for the Sun behind yon Eastern height 
Has chased the Session of the Stars from Night 
And to the field of Heaven ascending, strikes 
The Sultan's Turret with a Shaft of Light 
to the indignation of his Pre-Raphaelite admirers,”—Exztract from a review by Sir Edmund Gosse tn

A REMARKABLY FINECOPY. Most copies are printed on both sides of 
the paper and coloured with water-colour only. Mr. Geoffrey Keynes 
in his Bibliography of William Blake gives an interesting account of 
this copy (A Copy). Of the various copies he describes only two have 
the elaborate colouring mentioned above. 

In order to show the vast difference between the colouring of this

From the collection of the Earl of Beaconsfield. Isaac Disraeli 
was one of Blake’s original patrons. This is probably the finest copy 
in existence.

This reproduction of The Songs of Innocence and Experience is being made by 
Mr. Wm.

AsBoutT two hundred years after Gutenberg’s death book collectors began to realise that the works 
printed in the fifteenth century formed in themselves a special division for study. Since then, 
many eminent librarians as well as many collectors have directed close attention to incunabula, 
but as comparatively few examples have survived of the 38,000 separate items which are known to 
have been issued, and they are scattered in various libraries, the results of the investigations have 
been until recent years, limited and incomplete. 

The revived interest in incunabula, which became so marked in the last decade of the 
nineteenth century, caused an urgent demand for a complete Bibliography of Incunabula, edited 
in accordance with the latest methods of Bibliographical science. Recognising this demand, the 
Prussian Board of Education appointed in November 1904 a Commission for the preparation of 
a Complete Catalogue of Incunabula, under the presidency of that learned bibliographer, Dr. Conrad 
Haebler. With the assistance of scholars in North and South Germany, a complete list of all the 
items existing in the German Empire was accomplished by the end of 1911, and the Commission 
then proceeded to investigate, with the assistance of local bibliographical societies and scholars, 
the contents of the libraries in other parts of Europe and in America. It is hoped that this help, 
so ungrudgingly given, will enable the present editor, Professor Erich von Rath, to produce a work 
of ideal completeness. 

The descriptions of the various works include an examination of the initial letters, ornamental 
borders, woodcuts and printers’ marks. Historical notes regarding the authors and commentators, 
the writers of complimentary verses to authors, etc., etc., will be given as far as possible. The 
present location of every copy of all works of which only ten copies are known to survive, is given, 
while of other items which are less rare the location of a few representative copies are specified. 

In March 1920 it was computed that 37,639 descriptions of separate works had been collected 
and arranged under the names of authors in alphabetical order. It is estimated that this vast 
material will form about fourteen volumes, one of which will be issued annually.

‘« Several of these new letters deal with the question which has frequently been mooted and never 
been decided, whether the original text of the ‘ Rubaiyat’ or that issued in 1868 is to be preferred, or 
to be treated as final, Discussion on this point has been so animated that it is now usual to print 
the versions side by side. FitzGerald’s hesitations were singular; he spent an immense time in 
transforming and furbishing his text. He admitted, ‘I am not quite certain of always getting the 
right sow by the ear,’ the ‘sow’ being the epithet or illustration best fitted to illuminate his thought. 
He treated his Omarian reflections as independent stanzas of four lines, and he made each of these 
self-contained, a sort of epigram. He did not confine himself to the wine of Omar, ‘the yellow 
manuscript with purple ink profusely powdered with gold,’ but poured in drops of honey from other 
poets, Attar and Hatiz, for example. Hence he was free to make his text as much or as little a 
paraphrase of Omar as he found convenient, and to bind the Eastern fatalism together with links of 
Western thought. In his second version the ‘Oriental j imagery is reduced, with the apparent intention 
of making the whole more easily intelligible to a European reader. For instance, in the place of the 
stanza which was so enthusiastically praised by Swinburne and Rossetti :— 

‘‘ Awake! for Morning in the Bow! of Night 
Has flung the Stone that puts the Stars to Flight 
And lo! the Hunter of the East has caught 
The Sultan's Turret in a Noose of Light, 
FitzGerald introduced :— 
‘Wake! for the Sun behind yon Eastern height 
Has chased the Nession of the Stars from Night 


And to the field of Heaven ascending, strikes 
The Sultan's Turret with a Shaft of Light

The only edition of Shelley with any claim to completeness was produced under 
the direction of H. Buxton Forman as long ago as 1880 and has been out of print 
for some years. In this edition the editor included, in addition to the poems, 
all the prose within his reach and an excellent but small selection of the 
letters. Since 1880 a considerable amount of new material in verse and prose, 
including one complete volume of the early poems, has come to light. In the case 
of the letters, while it is true that a substantial amount of this material has been 
incorporated by Mr. Ingpen in his editions of the letters first published in 1909, it 
remains the fact that at present there is no complete edition of Shelley’s works ; that,

It was issued before four of 
the plates (which were issued with later copies) were 
engraved. These four plates will be reproduced frum the 
other copy in the British Museum. 

Mr. Muir has previously reproduced the Flaxman copy 
of The Songs of Innocence and the Hamilton Palace copy of 
The Songs of Erperience, but the colouring of each copy 
differs considerably, ¢.e., the colouring of the Flaxman 
copy is pervaded by yellow, but yellow is very little used 
in the Beaconsfield copy, yet both are very beautiful. The 
edition will be strictly limited to 100 numbered copies for 
sale and 5 for presentation. 

In addition to the four plates mentioned above Mr. Muir 
gives an uncoloured page ‘A Divine Image” which seems 
to belong to The Songs of Experience though not included 
among them by Blake. It is a very characteristic poem of 
el@ht nes ina vigorous design. No coloured copy is known.
